An noon police reports said that 
there had been one hundred in d iv id ­ 
ual cases of plundering during th* 
night and such outrages w ere still 
go n ig on In a greater or less degree. 
H undreds of Jew s, many of them 
w ith bloody w ounds and torn g ar­ 
m ents testify in g to their 
m istrea t­ 
ment fled in panic from Berlin this 
m orning. 
These refugees stu m b lin g , 
m any w adin g and others evid en tly 
dazed at w hat had happened, joined 
in a great exodus, spurred on by the 
distant yellin g of th*- molts.

Anyone who has followed the history of events 
in the past .few months are aware that Britain agreed to a large 
reduction in the amount that Germany would be asked to pay, 
and the senator might have suggested that this country has cer­ 
tain monies coming from Europe which up to this time tile nations 
of Europe have not mentioned, with one exception, and the ex­ 
ception is the nation from which the statesman comes against 
whom Senator Johnson levels his guns. 
It is just this kind of stuff that is responsible for the 
troubles of Europe toda>— the stuff of suspicion and lack of trust. 
Suspicion poisons life, and the American people are largely above 
suspicion. 
Of course, such remarks will go well with certain 
elements in our life, the German population of the Un lied States, 
and some other elements will be pleased ta have such suspicions 
voiced by a United States senator, but if Senator Johnson thinks 
that this kind of thing is going as far as it did in 1920 he has 
another guess coming. 
There are people who once followed Senator johnson who are 
becoming suspicious of the suspicious senator, for they are be­ 
ginning to think that one who is so generally,suspicious of the 
actions and attitudes of those outside of his group must be without 
those qualities of leadership and statesmanship that are required 
of a leader, of even a senator, for a man who is characteristically 
suspicious of others is without that confidence in human nature 
Avhich will enable him to work with others. 
Suspicion and lack 
of faith are terrible defects in character, for men live by faith in 
all of life’s relationships and when it breaks down the destruction 
of the world order is at hand.
